o f the co tto n bo o l weevils and in the 
case o f this pest that is threatening 
the very eco no mic structure o f the 
So uth, it is no t eno ugh fo r the en­ 
to mo lo gists to kno w these stro ng and 
weak y)o ints in the weevils’ lives hut 
the farmers also sho uld kno w them 
thr.t 
they may take a mo re intelli­ 
gent advantage in re<lucing the wee- 
vil;-.. 
Let us take fo r ex ample the 
fundamental difference between the 
summer bro o ds and the fall bro o ds o f 
weevils. 
There is no rmally abo ut 
three o f each in this thermal zo ne. 
The thinl o r late Ju lran d early Aug­ 
ust bro o d 
is the o ne 
that usually 
brings o n what is called the “max ­ 
imum infestatio n’’ 
when no squares 
are permitted to mature into bo lls. 
The w-eevils hav' a kind o f dupli­ 
cate individuallv as manif> sted be­ 
tween the fall and summer bro o ds. A 
kin« l o f Dr. Jeckel and Mr. Hyde. The 
.summer bro wls o nly live a max imum 
o f two mo nths even o n the best feed 
while the fall bro o ds live o w r thro ugh 
the winter to lav eggs and eat co tto n 
in the spring. The summer bro o ds live 
o n a fast with plenty o f water a 
max imum o f ten days while the fall | 
hro o ils have lived in the spring 
af- | 
ter hibernating thro ugh the winter, ■ 
the perio d 
o f two and 
e%en three i 
mo nths witho ut fo o d. 
But strängt' 
to say when these weevils emerged 
fro m winter hibernatio n with the abil­ 
ity to live witho ut fo o d fo r two o r 
thrt e mo nths, and caught as they 
emerge and feed o n co tto n fo r a few 
days and then put o n a fast, they live 
like the summer weevils, less than 
♦rn days. 'Ihc hit o f fo o d ro bs them 
o f the Dr. Tanner like fasting ability 
and makes then» vulnerable like the 
summer weevils.

INJURED HI T IS HK ITER 


Cadet J. J. Wvlv o f Fo rt Wo rth, a 
student at A. & M. Co llege, who was 
serio uslly iniured Tuesday afterno o n 
when a telepho ne po le o n which he 
was wo rking bro ke o ff at the gro und 
and fell with him o n to p o f it. Wyly 
was hit o n the side o f hi# head when 
ho was falling, and fo r « Time it was 
feared that co ncussio n o f the brain 
wo uld fo llo w but he is much better 
to day and is impro ving at the Co l­ 
lege Ho spital. 


o n this po wer while in the metamo r- 
phic o r develo ping fo rm.s and can­ 
no t acquire 
it o n a fast then why 
bum stalks that vo u kill early in the 
seaso n when by so do ing we do no t 
kill .the weevils 
hut impo verish the 
land? 
All this might be ascertained 
in yo ur well cquipt insectary labo ra­ 
to ries but has no t yet been do ne. 
When is that time o r temperature 
when weevils lo se that summer mo r­ 
tality and take o n that “buckeye ball” 
with which thev defy winter? 
Fo r 
twenty years they have been ex peri­ 
mented with o ver and o ver in vast 
anti co stly hilH'rnatio n tests invo lving 
the catching and watch and care o f 
perhaps mo re than a hundred tho u 
sand wet'vils and it has thus sho wn 
that the earlier to wanl summer they 
arc taken fro m fo o d the greater per 
cent that die befo re o r in hibernatio n. 
Ho wever, the ento mo lo gists happen­ 
ed to co mmence caging the weevils in 
hibernating material at weekly inter­ 
vals in the fall lieginning the first o f 
Oo to lier and subsequent effo rts have 
fo llo wed the precevlent with .slightest 
variatio n fo r twenty years never cag- 
ii.g a weevil earlier than the 28th o f 
September, altho ugh all o f the ex ­ 
periments pcinted to a time, pro bab­ 
ly in September, when if the stalks 
\Wre killed no weevils wo uld surviw 
in certain zo nes. 
Fo r instance, in Madiso n, Flo rida, 
tho first o f Oc'to ber catch died do wn 
to .3 per o e-nt o r three in a tho usand 
and the Octo ber 
temperature, 
the 
trying mo nth in this pro cess o f star\’- 
ing weevils, was o nlv two degrees 
there o ver the no rmal o ne prev’ailing 
in Brazo s Co untv. And it is po ssibli 
to kill the stalks here so me years 
e.arlicr than Octo ber the first and all 
o f the co tto n in all o f Flo rida was 
repo rted 
by this, man making the 
abo ve ex periment to be no rmally o pen 
hv August 20th and it is so so uth o f 
San Anto nio . And bv mo bilizing o ur 
co tto n pickers fro r.i the no rthern part 


o f the Co tto n Belt the co tto n might be 
picked much as it o pens. It is co o ler 
do wn here nearer the Gulf in August 
than farther no rth and with co ncert­ 
ed actio n Ix 'tw.en the press, railro ads 
and farmers the pickers co uld be in­ 
duced to co me to us as hands fo llo w 
the harvest fro m No rth T.x as into 
Canada and harvest the co tto n and 
kill the stalks pro mptly. 
Do no t believe that I have a pick 
at anylHx ly. 
1 respect every ento mo l­ 
o gist* that I have met and admire 
them fo r much. 
But fo lks in an 
easy chair go half to sleep and I 
myself like to shep. 
But I do no t 
attribute this failure at investigatio n 
so much to so mnambulance in bureau- 
ro cracies as I do to lack o f faith in 
the farmers picking co tto n earlier 
than Octo ber 1st, ewn if it do es o pen 
in .August. 
Mo st o f o ur ento mo lo ­ 
gists co me fro m the no rthern states 
and they have heard fables abo ut us 
sleeping and they are afraid to wake 
Us up fro m o ur summer siesta, 
want yo u Brazo s farmers to get o ur 
great state o n this jo b fo r by further 
demo nstratio n and planting o nly the 
earlier varieties in the no rthern parts 
and using all the cultural metho ds o f 
advancing co tto n. “Plant early- wo rk 
early kill early,” and pfo j>erIy mo ­ 
bilizing o ur co tto n pickers everywhere 
and to wn and city ho ys, we can 
tv 
duco the weevils to a harmlo ss min 
imum in all Tex as and ex terminate 
them in So uth Tex as. 
Co llege bo y 
and co unty agents, under yo ur state 
and federal ento mo lo gists- co uld do 
this bit o f ex perimenting fo r ever>’ 
lo cality. 
I do no t decry any o f the 
o ther metho ds but this is o ne fo r this 
so uthern part o f the Co tto n Belt. 


In spite o f the heavy rains large 
cro wds heard Rev. L. Swindle preach 
o n the “Co nstitutio n o f the Kingdo m 
o f Heaven” using Mark 16 as his tex t, 
at the revival held in the First Chrii- 
tio n church Tuesday night. He co m- 
,,ared this co nstitutio n to that o f the 
United State.s, ex to lling it as the lo ft­ 
iest in human co nceptio n. 
“Yo u are 
all aware that it is o ur duty to pro ­ 
tect the co nstitutio n o f the United 
States,” Rev. Swindle said. 
“Ho w 
much mo re is it o ur duty to defend 
the Ho ly Pact o f Heaven, which go v- 
o rns o ur spiritual life? 
The Savio r 
prio r to leaving this 
wo rld, left 
wo rld wide universal pro gram o f ev­ 
angelizatio n to be wo rked o ut by His 
Disciples. Ho w many peo ple there are 
who sav ‘I wo uld lo ve to be co nverted 
to Jesus Christ as Paul was co nvert­ 
ed’. Vo u may be, ex actly as Paul was. 
The Apo stles were never permitted to 
teach an\”bing co ntrary to the Great 
Co mmissio n. 
Jesus Christ is plainly 
the autho r o f this. But by what au- 
th^iO-ity did He issu,- it? 
He might 
speak as no o ther mr.Ti has ^ver spo k­ 
en and - ill have no autho rity to issue 
such a co mmissio n. Matthew 28: 
All 
po wer and autho rity in Heaven and 
Earth have been given to Me.” There 
is no po wer in all the wo rld that do es 
no t co me, directly o r indirectly, fro m 
' the so n o f Go d. ‘‘I am aware”, co n- 
5 tinued the evangelist, “that so me say 
! they do n’t believe in fo reigm missio n­ 
ary wo rk, so me in no missio ns at all. 
They fo rirct that the pro gram is to 
‘co me’ to Jesus Christ, then ‘go ’ teach 
all natio ns. 
S. M. Martin says, ‘He 
that do esn’t go is a go ner.’ We are all 
destined to go , individually, co llective­ 
ly, as a co ngregatio n with o ur influ­ 
ence, o ur lives, o ur effo rts, talents and 
finances to carry the go spel o f Jesus 
Christ to the entire wo rld. One o f the 
grave faults o f the 
mo dern church 
members is that the ‘Go ’ is left o ut o f 
their lives. 
“Any man o r o rganizatio n, leaving 
nut any o f the Go spel fo r purse o r po p 
ularity 
is treading 
o n 
dangero us 
gro und. If yo u’re go ing to suppress 
part o f Go d’s truth fo r fear that po o r 
weak, fallible man will disagree, yo u 
a» -e no t pro a\hing 
the Go spel that 
Christ and the Apo stles taught. Any 
man who refuses to preach the entire 
Go spel is no t true to that Great Co m­ 
missio n. If he leaves the ‘z’ o ut o f 
the alphabet the alphabet is no t co m­ 
plete; if Jesus had left the ‘o mega’ o ut 
o f the plan o f salvatio n it also wo uld 
no t have been co mplete. It is o ur duty 
to begin with the alpha and never rest 
until we have passed the o mega o f 
the great plan o f saKatio n. 
“Everything that the Savio r did 
was fo r yo ur and my benefit, never 
fo r Hi.s o wn,” w’as amo ng several ten­ 
ets bro ught fo rward. “Wo uld Christ 
have walked seventy miles o ver the 
sto ny paths to perfo rm a no n-essen­ 
tial ? Was it no t after Christ had bee*' 
baptised that Go d reco gnized Him as 
His So n? 
, 
“So me say, ‘I do nt understand ev­ 
erything in the Bible.’ I say, ‘neither 
ran a baby eat eno ugh at o ne sitting 
to Dst it until it dies o f o ld age.’ The 
Bible is the spiritual fo o d o f the Chris­ 
tian. 
To attack, disgrace o r criticize 
c-ne who ’s preaching the full Go spel, 
bo th letter and spirit, is to lift yo ur 
puny strength against the co mbined 
po wer o f Heaven and Earth—and yo u 
will certainly fail to a miserable de­ 
gree.”

Let us take for example the 
fundamental differ* nee between the 
summer broods and the fall broods of 
weevils. 
There is normally about 
three of each in this thermal zone. 
The third or late July"ami early Aug­ 
ust brood 
is the one 
that usually 
brings on what is called the “max­ 
imum infestation” 
when no squares 
are permitted to mature into bolls. 
The weevils haw a kind of dupli­ 
cate individually 
as 
manifested be­ 
fall and summer broods. A

while the fall broods live over through 
the winter to lav eggs and eat cotton 
in the spring.

advancing cotton. “Plant early* work 
early kill ea rly ” and properly mo­ 
bilizing our cotton pickers everywhere 
and town and city boys, we can re­ 
duce the w’eevils to a harmless min­ 
imum in all Texas and exterminate 
them in South Texas. 
College boys 
and county agents, under your state 
and federal entomologists* could do 
this bit of experimenting for every 
locality.

T sing a cock w ith my 
pu llets an-1 a cockerel w ith m y ben.s 
I select a bird tha t has plenty of vigor 
has a good stro n g crow- is well shap­ 
ed to standard w ith good color, a low 
tail carriage, long back, nice short bill, 
a very brig ht eye (one tha t never 
fai s to see everything siou nd) and 
ii nice clean intelligent looking face. 
Then I select, my pu llets or hens ac­ 
cording to the size of flocks I am 
going to need to fu rnish me the nu m ­ 
ber of hatching eggs w anted cu lling 
very mu ch the sam e as fo r the male 
for long backs- low tails, good color, 
gowl size, 
and well shaped for egg 
produ ction. 
I try to have these birds 
m ated a t least 15 days before hatch­ 
ing tim e. 
Breeding R ations. 
“Now the nex t is the feeding of 
these breeders. 
1 u se a ration that 
does not force for egg produ ction 
whicL I mix m vself 
and which 
is: 
for breeding. 100 pou nds w heat bran, 
100 pou nds w heat shorts, 100 pou nds 
corn meal, 100 
pou nds fine 
chops, 70 pou nds m eat scraps and 15 
pou nds of charcoal: 
fo r chick mash, 
w ith plenty of m ilk 10 pou nds bran, 
10 pou nds shorts, 5 pou nds meal, 5 
pou nds m eat scraps- 3 pou nds char 
coal and 2 pou nds of Iwne meal. 
“The hatching is then ou r problem 
bu t it is not* nearly so big as the 
one follow ing tlie hatch. 
I have u sed 
both incu bators and the hen, both of 
which requ ire mu ch thou ght and a t­ 
tention. 
In u sing hens 1 take g reat 
care to place the hen in a place w here 
she is not to bo bothered by the lay­ 
ing stock bu t m ake it possible 
for 
her to g et plenty of clean w ater and 
food u sing only grain food, taking 
her from the n est on the 
22nd day 
which will m ake the chicks only 12 to 
24 hou rs old as 1 se t all hens at 
night and tak e off a fte r the su n is 
well u p in the m orning. 
You can’t 
read you r instru ctions too often es­ 
pecially du ring the tim e you r incu ­ 
bator is in operation. 
1 take the chicks from the place of 
hatching afte r they are abou t 12 to 
24 hou rs old and place them where

place the hen in a coou or box , that

Feeding M other Hen. 
“N ex t comes the feeding the firs t of 
which shou ld come u nder no consider­ 
ation before the chicks are 40 to 60 
hou rs old. You shou ld feed the m oth­ 
er hen ju st as soon as you take her 
from the nest, rem em bering that she 
has had neither food nor w ater since 
the hatch began. 
Do this by feeding 
whole grain corn as you will u nder­ 
stand you can pu t this in the coop in 
su fficient qu antity to allow her to 
pick it u p as she wishes as the little 
fellows connot pick u p g rain of this 
size. 
A fter 40 to 60 hou rs feed the 
little fellows a sm all am ou nt of roll­ 
ed oats cru m bled u p by <lix )pping it a 
little a t a 
tim e 
in order tha t they 
are not overfed. 
I u se abou t a table­ 
spoonfu l to 12 chicks five tim es the 
first day’s feeding 
and 
thereafter 
abou t w hat they can pick u p in some 
five m inu tes, u ntil they are 7 days 
old. Then I feed abou t one half baby 
chick scratch and one-half oatmeal- to ­ 
gether w ith a growin.g m ash which I 
mix iv.vself and have fou nd very sat- 
isf.ictoiy indeed, a copv of which you 
have read above. 
Mr. O ates loves 
pou ltry and recently 1-e sent aw ay and 
and bou ght a cockm*cl for $200. 
Mr. Boriskie On Chicks 
Mr. V. J. Boriskie who owns a pou l­ 
try farm a t Shiloh two miles east of 
College then spoke on chickens from 
ten weeks old to the breeding pen. He 
said in pa rt: “Before chicks are big 
enou gh fo r frying catch them and pu t 
leg bands or find the ones to kill and 
to sell, so you can catch the best 
fryers. Get cockerels and a good hen. 
The hen tha t lavs the m ost eggs is 
best fo r breeding I hiive f o u n d a l­ 
thou gh m any do not think this. Roop 
diseases down by cleaning and disin­ 
fecting roosts abou t every two weeks.

You should feed the m oth­ 
er hen ju st as soon as you take her 
from the nest, rem em bering th a t she 
has had neither food nor w ater since 
the hatch began. 
Do this by feeding 
whole grain corn as you will und er­ 
stand you can p u t this in the coop in 
sufficient quantity to allow her to 
pick it up as she w ishes as the little 
fellows con not pick up grain of this 
A fter 40 to 60 hours feed the 
little fellows a sm all am ount of roll­ 
ed oats crum bled up by dropping it a 
little a t a 
tim e 
in order th a t they 
are not overfed. 
I use about a table­ 
spoonful to 12 chicks five tim es the 
first day’s feeding 
and 
th ereafter 
about w hat they can pick up in some 
five m inutes, until they are 7 days 
old. Then I feed about one half baby 
chick scratch and one-half o atm eal to­ 
g ether w ith a grow ing m ash which I 
mix m yself and have found very sa t­ 
isfactory indeed, a conv of which you 
have read above.
